Career Diplomats 

YT HAS BEEN announced that Mr. Charles Ritchie, 
4 presently ambassador to the NATO council in 
Paris, will become high commissioner to Britain when 
Hon. Lionel Chevrier returns to Canada next week to 
ejet as commissioner-general for state visits during 
centennial celebrations. This is an appointment that 
will be welcomed by the professional diplomats who 
i**rve this country abroad. 

It returns the London post, one of the prestige 
foreign appointments, to the ranks of the career diplo¬ 
mats of the external affairs department. Not infre¬ 
quently top-level representation at overseas capitals in 
this realm is awarded to individuals whose claim to 
prominence has been as cabinet ministers or other¬ 
wise in the political field. 

This is not to suggest that these have been bad 
appointments or that the appointees concerned have 
not carried out ambassadorial and related duties with 
punctillio and aptitude, or that their influence in 
international diplomatic circles has been less than 
that of those who spend their official lives in this 
atmosphere. Rut it is the goal of every civil servant 
in Canada’s diplomatic corps tn reach the higher levels 
•f this service. 

‘ When the plum posts, those carrying distinction 
because of top-grade importance, are given to poli¬ 
ticians or bear a political tinge, it must cause no little 
$eart-buming among the professionals who have war¬ 
rant for thinking such appointments really belong to 
them.

AT LEARNING 


Do children really have to be commanded to learn, 
ordered and supervised every minute of the school day? Why 
aren’t they encouraged to study indejiendently, consulting a 
teacher who is a guide instead of an authority? 

Why should the best-qualified teachers be placed In 
secondary schools instead ol the elementary schools? An 
increasing weight of evidence says that they are needed to 
help children in the formative early years. 

Thee* can hardly be called brand new concepts. Some of 
them originated many year* ago with avant garde thinkers 
nobody listened to. By the painfully slow process In which 
Ideas spread, they have filtered through the universities, 
gained adherents, sifted down to student teachers and so out 
Inlo the world, where they must be sold to principals, super¬ 
intendents, school beards and the general public. 

The time lag between the birth of ideas and thetr general 
acceptance and implementation may yet prove to be the fatal 
flaw in our society. For example, take vocational education. 


One of the most encouraging tilings about contemporary 
education is the vast amount of criticism coming from all 
directions. 

The criticisms are external and internal, and nearly ail 
constructive. Amid the rising crescendo of debate this 
positive aspect has to he kept in mind. 

There are influential thinkers like Paul Goodman, who 
questions nearly everything in the school system. Consumer 
magazines such as Maclean's devote increasing space to 
education, as in the current provocative series by June 
Callwnnd. 

R.C.'s legislature seems tn discuss education in greater 
depth each year. Private groups organize debales. The school 
board of Greater Victoria holds a man-t<vman talk with 
senior high school students.

From my own collection of 
letters this would seem a 
question with a hundred 
answers or no answer at all. 

There are those who expect 
profundity, massive gobs of 
weighty prose. On the other 
hand there are those who plead 
for that contradiction to terms 
“constructive criticism.” 


Odd as It may seem most of 
these requests come from rela¬ 
tion* at mothers of cuts who 
have been slighted In some Ul- 
chosen epic. 

A few readers write to 
suggest the music criticism be 
more penetrating, a qualify not 
to be confused with mere 
erudition. 

There are a cnrxddemMe body 
of concert-goers who seem to 
like their reading jewelled with 
techrioal terms sides dheotiy 
from the dictionary of music.

Toss In a few tuttis or a dash 
of adagio or two and there you 
have It s musical islad (It for a 
king. 

A few don’t like reviews that 
get to the point In a hurry. 

Others are quite the reverse, 
delighting In quips like those cf 
Claudia Cassidy of Chicago, who 
once commented that a soloist 
“played immaculately but with¬ 
out conception.'*

The moat frequent letters of 
complaint come from friends of 
the oast who want reviews to 
take into account the amateur 
status of the groig) in question. 

It’s in these letters that you 
usually find a medical rundown 
on the state of health of the 
actors. 

Such queries as “Did you not 
know that Miss Philo mens 
Stages truck had a odd the night 
riie played Hamlet’s step¬ 
father?** or “Our drama club 
president was suffering from a 
bilateral hernia while playing 
Charlie's Aunt?"

The considerate critic would 
have to run amok backstage 
with a stethoscope and a 
urinalysis Idt on opening night 
to satisfy this group.

Section 203 of the Motor-vehicle Act Is now operative in the Victoria area. Police officers have received 
special instruction in implementing this law, including the correct use of a voluntary breath test when requested 
by the driver to determine the driver’s alcoholic level. The new law is designed tor one purpose: to prevent 
the possible loss of life and property by preventing the operation of a vehicle by a driver under the influence 
of alcohol. 


What happens if an officer signals 
you to pull over and stop? 

You will b« asked to stop if your driving gives the police 
officer reason to believe your venous blood has an alcohol 
level of 0.08%. If the officer believes you have consumed 
liquor to that extent he will suspend your driver’s license 
and will instruct you to park your car. From there you will 
need to take a bus or taxi home, or be driven home by a 
passenger who is capable of driving your vehicle. In any 
event, the officer will require you to surrenderyour license. 

When will you recaive your 
drivar’s license back? 

Your driver's license will be returned without question‘24 
hours after it has been surrendered. You may pick it up 
at your local police station. However, the police officer is 
obliged to return It to you Immediately if you request an 
on-the-spot breath test and the test indicates that your 
venous blood contains less than eight parts of alcohol to 
ten thousand parts of blood. The test is quick, easy and 
accurate. If it indicates that you have consumed less than 
the specified amount - or none whatsoever - your license 
will be returned to you. 

What If you do not take tha 
breath test? 

The test is voluntary and will be given only at your request. 
It is used only as a means of determining whether your 
alcoholic level is lower or greater than the specified amount. 
The amount of liquor consumed is best known to yourself. 
Whatever reading the test shows will not be used against 
you in any way. If you exercise your right not to take the 
test, the officer will retain your license for 24 hours. 


Will your licansa ba endorsed? 

This law creates no offence. It Is designed to prevent 
accidents by persons whose ability to drive is impaired by 
alcohol. A person needs to be aware that if he drives after 
his license has been surrendered to a police officer he is 
liable to prosecution for driving while under suspension. 

' SOME FACTS TO REMEMBER ABOUT ' 
DRINKING AND DRIVING 
After 2 drinks your chances of an aecl- 
dant are doubled when compared with 
drivers who have had nothing to drink. 

After 4 drinks your chances are 7 times 
as great 

After 6 drinks your chances of an 
accident are 29 times as great 

For a 150-H). man 1 ounce of liquor is equivalent to « 
blood alcohol level of .02%; 1 bottle of beer is equiva¬ 
lent to a blood alcohol level of .03%. 

The complete absorption of one ounce of alcohol takes 
30 to 90 minutes, and the maximum level is attained 
15-60 minutes after drinking ends. 

The blood alcohol level means tha measure of the con¬ 
centration of alcohol in the blood. AH it takes to weaken 
powers of judgement, control, and reaction behind the 
wheel of a car is one ounce of liquor-or .02% level. 

A drink is rated at one ounce of whisky, 2 V4 ounces of 
wine, or 8 ounces of beer. Hard liquor contains 33% 
alcohol by weight, wine 12%, beer end some ties 4%,

The Easter lily, which has become the symbol of the 
Resurrection throughout the Christian world, is unquestion¬ 
ably the loveliest of all our Easier gift plants. Because 
of its religious significance, it is commonly supposed that the 
"Lilies of the Field, that toil not, neither do they spin 1 ' were 
these selfsame Easter lilies. Actually, this is not so. 

For one thing, the flower we now call the Easter lily was 
unknown in Biblical times. For another, true lilies at any kind 
are exceedingly rare in the Hedy Land, and It is quite clear, 
from His words, that Jesus referred to a very common but 
exceedingly beautiful wildflower, probably richly colored, for 
"Solomon in all his glory” was known to have favored bright 
hues. 

A A A 

Botanical researchers have spend much time in pondering 
on the identity of the Lilies of the Field, and it is generally 
agreed among the experts that this plant was probably the 
exquisitely lovely arid multicolored Palestinian anemone, 
which is as common in the fields around the Sea of Galilee as 
the red corn poppy is in European grain fields. 

The Easier lily is of comparatively recent origin. 
Discovered growing as a wild flower on the lower mountain 
slopes of Japan and Formosa, the first bulbs were brought to 
England by a reluming missionary some 140 years ago. Some 
of these bulbs, on arrival In England, were given to a fellow 
missionary outyvard bound for Bermuda.

Surviving these two long sea voyages —- the trip from 
Japan must have taken months even in the fast tea and silk 
clippers of^ the day — the bulbs were planted in Bermuda, 
where they established themselves almost like weeds. 

Strangely enough, the normal flowering time for the 


Easter lily is in July or early August, and all the potted 
plants we see in full bloom'during the Easter season have 
been forced. The main reason for its popularity as an Lastrr 
flower is because it is usually responsive to forcing 
techniques, and it can be brought into bloom almost any time 
of the year by the proper selection of growing temperatures 
and planting dates. 

Commercial growers of potted plants have always had a 
difficult lime with plants for the Easter trade. Christmas and 
Mother's Day are pasy, but Easter is a moveable feast and 
may fall as early as March 22 or as late as April 25; the 
problem has been to have potted plants In full bloom on the 
correct date. 

The unusual adaptability of Lilium longiflorum has made 
it an almost perfect plant for Easter sales, and a substantial 
business has developed in the growing of these bulbs for sale 
to florists and greenhouse operators. Many of these bulb 
farms are still in Bermuda; some have been established In 
Oregon, and more recently, in Napoleon's exile island of St. 
Helena. \ 

* A * 

If a Iintrly Easter lily has come to grace your home 
today, give it a position in a good light but out of direct 
sunshine — at leaat until th« flowers fade — and in a rather 
cool roorft. around 60 degrees if possible. 

As each flower opens, snip off the golden stamens with a 
pair of manicure scissors. It i* rather « pity this must be 
done, for if allowed to remain, they shed their pollen, 
marring the Immaculate purity of the waxen trumpets. 

Try to maintain the soil in an evenly but just barely 
moist condition, net'her bone dry nor soggy wet. and 
e«|>ecially avoid sogginess in the bottom of the pot. as this 
rots the mots. Never leave-oaater standing in the saucer 
under the pot for any length of time.

The Little Qualicum River 
is one of the easiest and most 
productive Vancouver Island 
rivers to fish, but you have to 
know the spots and how to 
reach them. 

It givei up plenty of steel- 
head from December into 
April. It provided fine cut¬ 
throat trout fishing, especially 
at its estuary about this time 
of the year and again in the 
fall, with fly. lures and bait. 
Throughout It* entire six or 
seven-mile length from where 
it *tart* at Caniefon Lake, 
near the Albern* Highway, it 

f provide* rainbow and brown 
Irout fishing, almost yoar- 
, round. 

Recent Trip 

' 

The roost natural place to 
1 fish H is at the Island 
Highway bridge, upatream 
j and downstream, and thto i« a 
iayorita spot. 

But on a recent trip with 
Murray Cree. Sr,, and Murry 
Cnee. Jr., »ho operate 
Cameron Court at Qualicum 
which Is the accepted steel- 
header'a headquarters in that 
Area, we explored mm* other 
approaches to the Little 
Qualicum. 

Other Pools 

We had fished that wonder¬ 
ful long meadow stretch a 
couple at time* previously. 
We were Interested in how to 
approach this meadow and 
other pools from the upper 
reachea of the river. 

T3>e two Murray Crees took 
us from Qualicum to the 
Albemi Highway junction at 
Hilliers. Then we drove 1.5 
miles along the Albemi High¬ 
way towards Albemi and at 
Melrose Road we turned right 


and across a railway crossing 
on the old and abandoned 
highway grade, known as the 
Whiakey Creek road. We kept 
right paat two turnings and 
1.7 miles along we turned left 
to a rough parking area. 

We parked and bushwacked 
through • pine forest to die 
top 0 # a steep bank. TYiere by 
some arbutus tree* is a rough 
trail. 

If you take this trail, or If 
you can't find .the trail you 
can drop down over the steep 
bank anywhere, down about 
100 yards is a logging grade 
When you reach this walk 
along it to your right (or 
downstream) and it will curve 
around towards the river, and 
then peter out to a trail 
leading to what to called The 
Glory Hole, which reportedly 
produces aome fantastic 
fishing. 

Takes Time 

To reach this stretch of the 
river is pretty rugged hiking 
and requires a little time. It 
isn't the kind of spot you rush 
down to for a little touch-up. 

Back to the parking area 
and out to the Whisky Creek 
Road, turn left to continue 
along the road, paat two or 
three roada and trails which 
undoubtedly lead to the river 
and fishing spots. You come 
to a locked farm gate 2.6 
mile* from the parking area 
and a sharp left turn for two- 
tenths of a mile bring* you to 
the end of the road, the power 
line and parking area. A style 
takes you over the fence and 
below you can see the river 
meandering through the 
meadow. 

Take the trail for a full day 
of fishing. You oan go a 


quarter-mile upstream to the 
Spencer Creek junction, or 
>ou can walk downstream 
through two or three miles of 
farm meadow. 

There are various spots 
where you can wade the river 
in chest waders and along the 
farmer’s meadow at various 
points there are stiles over 
the fence*. At each one of 
thete ctiles you will usually 
find some fishing *pota. 

Short Way 

We have fished this 
meadow, but we have always 
entered it from downstream. 

From Cameron Court at 
Qualioum Beach, drive up- 
Island, over the uttie Quali¬ 
cum and a short distance to 
Styger’s Store at Texada 
Road. Driv* up Texada. over 
the railway track* and turn 
toft. Park just outside the 
farm gates, walk down the 
railway track* to the trestle. 

At the trestle you can 
scramble down to the river'on 
both sides and fish down¬ 
stream or upstream. 

• Criss-Cross 

Upstream is canyon country 
and there are several spot* 
where you can criss-cross and 
follow trails until you reach 
the Grassy Bank and meadow. 

You can also croea the 
railway trestle and about 100 
yards along the tracks you 
will find a clearing on the 
right. 

There Is some sort of a trail 
there and you can take It 
through the trees, into a 
grassy area, down an old 
logging road, until you come 
to Whisky Creek and the 
Whisky Creek Pool for some 
fine fishing water. 


Planks have been-removed 
over the Whisky Qreek bridge, 
but the stringers are still 
there. If you are brave and 
foolish enough you can walk 
the stringers like a tightrop 
walker. We drop down to the 
creek below and find a spot to 
wada across. It to only a 
small creek, smaller than 
Goidstream- 

Helpful Gift 

There is a fence on the 
other side with a stile to climb 
over. You are on private 
property, so if you want to 
keep fishing privileges act 
accordingly ... and it 
wouldn’t do any harm to give 


the termer e fish once In 
a while. 

Continue along the old farm 
trail through the woods until 
It opens out into the meadow 
and Mennie s Pool at tiie Big 
Comer, 

Now you are in the meadow 
which can atoo be reached 
from the upstream entrance 
we described earlier. There 
are two or three miles of fine 
iishlng water along this 
meadow 

For another entrance to the 
Little Qualicum drive for ju*t 
half a mile past Cameron 
Court and turn left before you 
;ret to the Riverside Court and 
the Uttle Qualicum Bridge. 
Turn right, then left and .8 
mltoa along you come to a 


parking spot beside the river. 

Here you can fish down- ' 
stream to the log jama or 
walk and wade upatream for 
about half a mile to the 
railway t r e * 11 e described 
earlier ... and this take* you 
to some lovely fishing water. 

With Float 

In the Little Qualicum rao*t j 
steelheading to dona with a 
float.

There are 
many imtg * and bar* where 
you can cast out your float 
and walk along the bar or 
grassy bank and cover many 
yards of water that it would 
take dozen* of casts to cover 
by bottom bumping.

‘Of Course the Earth Is Definitely Flat’ 


By EDDY GILMORE 

DOVER, England IAP) — 
“Of course the earth’s not 
round." said Samuel Shenton. 
“It’s flat. 

“No man knows the ulti¬ 
mate shape of the earth," he 
said, “but that portion that we 
live on is most definitely flat. 

“No man will ever know 
what the whole complexity is 
like, I suppose, because it 
goes beyond his sphere of 


observation, investigation and 
comprehension. 

“The small area that we 
occupy is actually deep within 
Hie earth, and yields to water 
levels, horizons and horizon¬ 
tals and is quite correctly 
termed — a flat earth.” 

But what about those photo¬ 
graphs taken by the U.S. 
astronauts? 

"That’s right up my street.” 
he answered. “The astronaut* 


took their pictures with wide- 
viston lens. 

“The wide-angle lens Is 
what distorts. It’s a deception 
of the public and It isn’t right. 

“People today are unable to 
conceive of the earth mass in 
any other form than that of a 
globe. Consequently, they are 
very easily persuaded that the 
press, TV and films present 
the true picture of ‘space’ 
flights.” 


Shenton, a retired sign 
painter and a man of prop¬ 
erty, is also an elected fellow 
of the Royal Astronomical 
Society and the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society. Astronomy 
and geography have been his 
hobbies since he was 16, 

At 63, Shenton is secretary 
of the Internationa] Flat 
Earth Research Society, 
whoee headquarters are at Ids 
home in Dover. 


Warming to his theories, he 
continues: 

"Flat earthists hold that, 
rather than being a self- 
evolved, whirling, gyrating 
globe, the earth is erf special 
construction, and absolutely 
motionless. 

“If you or anyone else can 
prove tbe orbital speed of the 
earth Is 66,000 miles per hour. 
20 miles per second, and

"I thought of designing a 
massive cargo carrier which 
could be inflated and raised, 
with Its load, above the 
earth’s surface. 

Staggering 

“There It would stay while 
the old earth spun. I could see 
it spinning until America was 
underneath the cargo carrier, 
then it would come down. 
Think of the possibilities of 
such a method of world 
transport. It was staggering. 

“It was only when I went 
into this theory,” he said, 
“that I realized the people 
who were supposed to be the 
^experts knew even less than I 
did about the 'rotation' of the 
world. 

“I began researching and 
thinking and it became pretty 
evident to me why my cargo 
would never see America or 
any other place revolve be¬ 
neath her. I realized the earth 
is motionless.’’ 

Shenton and his views coma 
in for a lambasting. 


“I get a lot of adverse 
publicity, of course.” he sa d 
with $ome resignation, 
“People think I'm a crank 
and so on, but that’s all right 
because, you see, young 
people are getting interested.’’

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Britons Battle for Beaches 


PENZANCE, England 
(UPD — Waves of oil began 
washing up along miles of 
picturesque Cornish coast Sat¬ 
urday and the battle of 
Britain’s beaches began in 
earnest. It may be years 
before it is finished. 

Britons by tie thousand 
deserted pubs, movies and 
their homes 1o do battle with 
a tide of 118.000 tons of oil 
which threatens the English 
Channel shoreline. 


The crude oil has been 
flowing for seven days from 
Mattered tanks of the U S- 
tanker Torrey Canyon, 
aground on the channel's 
notorious Seven Stones reef. 

“Great balls of oil on the 
Li/ard!" the coast guard 
radio flashed at 3:20 a m. 
Saturday when the tip of a 260- 
square-mile blanket of oil 
touched the white sands near 
Land's End. the southwest tip 
of England. 


Hie carpet of oil, earlier

Canada First!’ 


NANAIMO — “I regret 
very much that I served in 
the Canadian Armed 
Forces.” Those words were 
reported to have been used 
by a union official, replying 
to a demand by woodwork¬ 
ers for a more Canadian 
union. 

It was part of a stormy 
meeting at Franklin River sub- 
Inc a J of the IWA. where men 
voted non-confidence in their 
executive, and elected their own 
slate of prxXem officers. 


• When a union official was 
told by the men they wanted a 
union that considered Canada 
first, he told them: 

“I am not proud - of the 
Canadian armed forces. I am a 
Canadian by birth. Outside of 
that, I have nothing In common 
with Canada." 

At this point, reports Indicate 
eight or 10 Legion members 
walked out of the meeting. 

The nrrvcorfWence vote had 
arisen from IWA having entered 
Into the Gold River jurisdic¬ 
tional dispute, without consult¬ 
ing the rank and file member¬ 
ship. 


• The executive walked out 
of a meeting after a 75 per cent 
non-confidence vote. 

"Their actions and their atti¬ 
tudes Indicated their resigna¬ 
tion," said Ben Farcas. 

"We accepted these resigna¬ 
tions, and at we could not 
function without an executive, 
we had to elect pro-tem officers, 
until such time as a regular 
election could take place. 

"They should hive had the 
good grace to observe parlia¬ 
mentary procedure, and an¬ 
nounced art election. 

"They should have stayed in 
office for this time, and pass 
the offices over to the newly- 
elected men. 

"They would have earned the 
respect of the men. 

"However, their actio™ todi- 
eate the validity of the lack of 
confidence the men expressed In 
the vote.” 

• Port Albeimi local offi¬ 
cials replaced the original offi¬ 
cers In their posts, maintaining 
that Wayne Caters, pro-tern 
chairman; Mr. Farcas, pro-tem 
vice-chairman; and Cec Hamil¬ 
ton, pro-tem secretary were nix 
in office. 

Mr. Farcas had said, “We are 
trying to weed out 100 years of 
corruption in txrfon. Canada 
comes first, international union¬ 
ism afterward."

Have you ever parked on Dallas Road on a bright 
sunny afternoon and watched a tug and tow go by? 
Have you ever thought what a nice peaceful life it must 
be just travelling along very slowly enjoying the beau¬ 
tiful scenery? 

Let's suppose for a minute that 
you couki be transported out to that 
tug to have a look around. Suppose 
the tug is the Island Mariner, one of 
the modern type of tug* that are 
seen off Victoria alt the time. 

As you land on the steel after¬ 
deck, one of the first things you 
notice is the large towing winch and 
the heavy wire towline. The main 
drum on the winch has 2,200 feet of 
114-inch diameter steel towline on it 
plus a smaller drum with a shorter 
line (penitent ■. This pennent is used 
if two barges are being towed, it 
goes between them. 

The winch may be controlled 
from either on deck or up on tlie 
boat deck at the after steering 
station. 

As you look amund the deck vou 
Will see heavy wires lashed to the 
bulwarks. These are the wires and 
straps used fur hooking on to 
various types of tows. 


The men wnrk*si* hours on and six 
hours oft. 1 lie captain, chief en¬ 
gineer and one seaman are on from 
6 a in. to 12 noon and from 6 p.m. to 
12 midnight. The mate, second 
engineer and the other seaman are 
on from 12 midnight to 6 a m and 
from 12 no«»n to 6 p.m When 
handling or ‘'making up” tows in 
harbor all the deck crew will be up 
in most cases. 

If you notv go back up thwdadder 
again and info llie alleyway you will 
find a door across from the engine 
room door. This leads into the 
crew’s quarters. On this level the 
mate and the chief engineer have a 
modern room each. The second 
engineer and the cook’s room are off 
the alleyway. The seamen’s ri-oms 
are down one deck, but are just as 
well fitted out as the rest. 

From here you go up a stairway 
one deck where you Will find the 
captain's cabin, then up u few more 
steps and Into the wheelhouse. 

Being the afternoon, you would 
find the mate on watch. The seaman 
would likely he out painting or doing 
other maintenance work * The 
skipper might be in the wheelhouse 
or in his room working on papers. 

If you get talking to these men

watertight, and with the galley, door 
are the only openings in the lower 
housework. This enables the lower 
housework to be made watertight in 
heavy weather. 

If you take one of Ihc doors 
leading aft you will find a ladder 
leading under the galley and into the 
engine room. It will pay to put 
covers over your ears because of the 
high pitched sound of the engines. 
You will find the vessel Is propelled 
by two Lister Blackstone engines 
producing 600 horsepower each. 

As this is a twin screw boat, each 
engine has a separate clutch and 
controls. There are three auxiliaries, 
to produce electricity and hydraulic 
power for the vessel. Each auxiliary 
can produce 25 kilowatts at 250 
amps. The electrical system is 
controlled from a large control 
board in the forward part of the 
engine room. One of the things that 
may surprise you is the amount of 
wiring and pipes down here. 

If it is afternoon you will find the 
second engineer down here, busy 
maintaining all this equipment and 
keeping it clean. In the morning the 
chief engineer would be on watch. 

It might be a good time to 
explain the watch system. The day 
is divided up Into six hour watches. 


They enable the tug to take over 
any type of tow on short notice. 

If you now walk up the deck on 
the starboard fright) side you will 
come to the galley door. Watch your 
step as you go in through the 
watertight door into the modem 
galley. You will find the cook busy 
making supper. He has a big fridge 
and a deepfreeze built in. This 
enables the tug to keep food for an 
extended trip without having to stop 
for food. The galley stove has heavy 
iron around it as things are not 
always nice and quiet. 

The cook must be able to get 
good meals for the crew regardless 
of weather conditions. On the far 
side of the galley is a large table 
and upholstered seats for the crew. 
As you pass the mess table and step 
into an alleyway running thwart- 
ships (erossways), there are a 
number of door* leading off this 
alleyway.

Ai we all know, water exists in a purifyb^; 
cycle of atmosphere to ground, to creek, to ocean 
and back to atmosphere, with many natural 
wastages in its process. With human guidance 
this most important of ail cycles may be 
efficiently utilized and stabilized allowing cities to 
grow without fear of drought or the dreed of 
contaminated water. 

Coasts! Brtoi4> Columbia, being id rocky 
mountain terrain with heavy rain periods, and. 
alternate dry ones, nature tends to erode our 
mountains by flash floods and baking, to the 
climax of a gravel bed. This may be an eon off, 
but to t)ie water conservationist this threat exists, 
and bis challenge is In slowing down nature’s 
intent; his weapons being shrubs, plants and 
trees, with their earth holding and water staring 
eapabilltu s. 

Therefore, apart from building creek diver¬ 
sions, dams and a major tunnel project, tie 
Greater Victoria Water District, under mmmie- 
iloner Ronald Upward, maintains a forestry 
division in whose lap lies the problem of 
experimentation and planning for the beat 
possible land cover. 

Forester Doug H*>mer-Dlxon ami his assisidnt 
Harry Pillar have spent many years on Ads 
major phase of water resource control, and eajfc 
year realize further the complexities of nature 
and her stubborn determination against moil 
Interference. 

A layman can easily say that the wafer" 
district is forest covered with mature timber 
stands that hold the earth and transpose water, 
but not realize the forest has passed maturity, it 
now an the decline, ripe for insect attack and 
eventual Hrwdown. Should this be allowed to’ 
happen it would then b* vulnerable lor 
destruction by fire, which in nature’s way at 
clearing the land; this in turn speeds the p ro teto 
of erosi n. 

Consequently logging of the mature forest la 
essential, providing man is able to replace it with 
■ new forest in the shortest possible time. This, 
today, is being successfully carried out through¬ 
out British Columbia. The second growth forest to 
a watershed arm has favorable advantages over 
its mature counterpart; it Is not only superior to 
cemtrot of erosion but also will lose far less water 
to the atmosphere through transpiration. 

0 diligently guarded during its early year* 
the new forest will be theoretically at Its prims 
for logging ir M years; this Is called toe crap 
cycle. So, by intensive study and compilation of 
oil the water district timbered areas, its forestry 
department ia aware of how much Umber fin to 
logged yearly for perpetuity, naturally the ol daat 
timber being togged first and the land 
Immediately prepared for toe junior forest. Tto 
volume at timber removed yearly from the wahr 
district pngierties is sufficient to build more toaai 
1,000 homes. 

The protest provides local employment in Iks 
logging and saw milling while the profits not «dy 
cover costs of protection and Improvement to to* 
district's lands, but reduces esch householdert 
water bill by around S5 a year. Also the water 
resource potential is being increased. 

This may sound very much that Mother 
Nature is controlled by man's ingenuity; maybe

■he Is; but b the forester there are many more 
problem.- involved. One in particular in this 
region are tht deer, with their taste for browsing 
the freih Douglas fir rfwot. 

Under a mature, old growth forest the deer 
population has a difficult time finding food; the 
heavy canopy of old trees shades the ground 
sufficiently to deter the growth of shrub* suitable 
to the amnia's diet. When the forest is logged, in 
come the shrubi and graaaes, which in turn 
attract the deer population who delight In nipping 
off every Douglas fir shoot available In the area. 

The young fir seedling is then held back from 
normal growth while further fresh shoots am 
devekj'M’d; but these too attract the deer who are 
eager to nip again every fresh morsel. This 
situation can go on indefinitely, resulting in 
stunted bushes instead of trees, unless the 
seedlings can once gain height above the reach cf 
a deer. 

The water district's experiments with anti¬ 
deer taste sprays have been generally unsuccess¬ 
ful. Today each area logged is scarified by 
machinery, the debris piled and burned without 
excess heat damaging the ■oils; then, before the 
seedlings ere planted, a wire fence is erected. 
There are 19.miles of eight-foot-high page wire 
fencing which protects the freshly planted land. 
This fencing will remain in position ixitfl the 
enslnwd fir seedlings are over five feet in height; 
after removal the deer will be able to browse 
through the new forest, but not reach the aft- 
Import anl terminal fir shoot. 

A most imi»rlant enterprise in this forest 
cycle '■ the growing of Douglas fir seedlings. 
Naturally, if this constant supply fails, the cycle 
is broken. For this purpose the water district 
maintairs * forest nursery at Cabin Pond. The 
situation of this nursery is unique, being In the 
garden of in old house that was at one time a 
stopover point on the original road connecting 
Victoria w-iih Leechtown and Duncan. 

The well-preserved old house, which was built 
sound the 1890 b. has an atmosphere of history in 
its conne« lion with the early travellers of "this 
Island. One can be certain that the builder could 
not have visioned it being used as a forest 
nursery n the 1960s. 

Seedlings two years of age are received at 
this nursery from the provincial government, and 
are planted three inches apart for a two-year 
■pell of diligent care. For their first year they are 
fertilized a I the rate of 860 pounds an acre with a 
combination of phosphates, sulphates and 
nitrates. 

Water from Cabin Pond is sprayed over the 


green seedling carpet in large volume at very 
regular intervals. During their second year the 
fertilizing is reduced as they are prepared for 
lifting and replanting out in their forest habitat. 

At four years of age, when the new tree 
graduates from the nursery, he is far larger and 
more thrifty than any naturally grown counter¬ 
part. He is planted 12 feet from his neighbor 
inside the page wire plantation, safe from the 
attack of dcei. 


Unfortunately he has many other problems to 
face, such as insecta, summer drought, frost aid 
snow. If be is lucky he will survive to help retard 
land erosion, conserve the water resource and l.® 
utilized as a wood prtidurt at 90 years of age. 

The maxim that conservation allows 1 for full 
utilization of all resources 'to the detriment of 
none still stands: but in the «ase of the tin der 
Victoria Water District efforts are tpwjids 
utilization, for the resource imixjvemcnt.

Yet, earn year as accessible areas have been 
logged off, the till n-nv unreachable « limber 
became enormously needed, and had increased in 
value.

The name omelet la applied loosely to 
many different kinds of egg dlsbea ... they 
ran be high nod pnffy like a aonffle or (be 
moalt and tender, fold over kind. They ran 
a] bo be rtrnay, robbery or looking like 
scrambled rgga ,,. these last we waat ao 
part of. We mast remember that the aeaaltive 
omelet responds to care, and to geatle, 
renpectfal handHag ,.. there a few doe aad 
doa’ta. 

Do have the eggs at room temperature ... 
they cook much more evenly. 

Don't double the recipe ... four eggs are die 
moat that should be used at once. 

Do preheat the pan slowly over medium heat 
before adding the butter.. 

Do have the butter foaming but not brown 
before adding the eggs, then swish it around the 
bottom and up the sides of the pan. 

Do add the eggs all at once, then run a 
spatula around tie edge to allow the uncooked 
portion to flow underneath. 

Do add the filling while the surface is still a 
bit moist and raise die heat for just a minute to 
lightly brown the underside, 

Do fold the omelet onto a heated plate and 
hurry it to the table.

T^e egg has figured abund¬ 
antly in history , literature and 
mythology.

The Jews place the egg on 
the Passover table as a symbol of 
their departure from Egypt and in 
the Christian religion it is a re¬ 
minder of the Resurrection of 
Christ and of rebirth . .. hence its 
association with Easter. 

'Today the egg is recognized as a fine 
nutritional lm\. It is conveniently and beautifully 
packaged by nature ... each package containing 
protein, fat, iron, phosphorus, calcium and 
vitamins A and D. It seems an unfair distinction 
to label the ambitious bee alone aa "busy" when 
one thinks of the busy and efficient laying 
machine , , . the hen. Scientific care and feeding 
hat encouraged the hen to Increase her laying 
period to what now amounts to an all-year-around 
job. 

It has been said that eggs are the cement 
Uiat holds cooking together. How true! What in 
the world would we do without eggs? 

If there are rblldrea la yumr family there 
will be catered eggs for Easter. Certainly 
after Ihe eggs are blawa, the contents mast 
aot be wasted. They eaa be aaed far ielleloas 
pies, cakes, saatards, scrambled eggs aad 
ameleta to sams aaly a few ways to aae 
them.

It is about time we got back on 
to the beaten in our stroll 
around the town. We seem to have 
taken a little side trip and if you 
have become confused you have 
my apologies. but, if it is any con¬ 
st Aation to you , Pve become con¬ 
fused myself. In our progress 
south and on the east side of Gov¬ 
ernment Street we had just com¬ 
pleted a visit with Lawrence Good- 
acre & Sons, at the Queen’s Mar¬ 
ket. 


Early In the history of the city we were 
blessed with the support of many different ethnic 
groups. *11 of which contributed their own form* 
of culture and engaged in businesses which twy 
had learned elsewhere. Typical cS the Greek 
community was their close association with the 
food services businesses, from candy stores to 
restaurants to wholesale fish businesses. 

The first Greek to settle in this colony was 
Ge< a ge Kipoti who later became known as George 
Vienna and with whom a segment of the 
population of Greek descent claim relationship. 
The tleorge Vienna story must be dealt with 
Separately, for it is one of great interest. 

But next door to Gnoifecre's was a Itlte 
candy and ice creana store operated by two 
families of Greek descent. They were G. Haracop 
and TTieo. Antipas and. I bribeve. St one time they 
had another gentleman by the name of C- 
Haninas? in the firm. On second thought maybe 
their business did come close to being a 
res:aurant of a kind because they used to make a 
very fine oyster stew with fhe lithe Olympia 
oysti'fs nod f remember going there with the 
family for tois dish. They alw did a fine job with 
an oyster fry. 

The Eagle* had their lodge rooma in the 
«p|N>r floor of the next building and her* Frank 

Buy used lo guide the destiny of the lodge. 
There were also office* ef the Boaeouitz 
Steamship Company which op ended the Venture 
•nrl the Vadso as coastal ships. The president was 
T. P. West ;md the secretary was John Berm ley. 

Before we pay our visit to the very wrtN 
known Dixi Ross grocery store I want to teM you 
about something that was sent to me a few days 
•go by a contemporary and whom I have known 
almost ft* many year* a* T now potsea. Tom 
Fk>yd lived next to u* In fhe summer at Oak Bay. 
but is now retired and Hiring In ParkvrMe. While 
rummaging around In some of his iktaa one day 
be came across an old program of a sport* picnic 
ergnmasd by Hie merchant* of Victoria and held 
•t Goldstream in July of IMS It was somewhat 
of a coincidence that in the same mail I received 

• letter (ram m lady whom Tom and I had known 
for equally a* many years and neither of os had 
met fbr longer than I care to think. She Is now 
Mr*. H. S. H Jones of Duncan, but we knew her 
•s Grace BurrHl when she and her family lived 
nearby at Oak Bay. 

If I need a reason tor Introducing this .picnic 
•I #u* time it is because several of the 
emptiyces of Dixi Ross were involved In its 
Organization. 

Mure than 3.008 tickets were sold to this 
pirnk and trains kept running most of the day to 
Coldstream. Tlic newspaper reports complain 

• bold toe dusty and generally unsatisfactory 
condition of Hie field 'for the sports, but 
nevertheless everyone had a good time. 

I was completely fascinated with the list of 
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•ports events and hurried to the Aritoive* to find 
out the names of the winrecs of toe Fat Men’s 
sod the Fat Lsdtes’ race*. May ka yoa wiU be 
interested In hearing about the whole shebang! 
Well, first of sdi the committee consisted of S J. 
Moody. H. Offerhaos. H. Klrkham. E. Whyte. J. 
Mansell. W. Bucket, J. W. Rennie, G. Gowen, 3. 
Huxtabie. H. Maynard. A. Brockhunrt, W. 
Sweeney. H. Watson. P. Bamhaidt. and W. E. 
Wescott. Some of the names wiH keep cropping 
up m toe Main Street stories. 

In the many interesting advertisements in the 
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program toare Is one quite outstanding: "Tourists 
Cafe. For a good free lunch and a glass of beer 
lor five- next to Grand Theatre.” 

Now we have reached the outstanding food 
emporium of Dixi H. Ross and Co. Ltd. It was a 
large store, very deep, in fact toe liquor 
department faced on Broad Street In the Duck 
Block 

Although Dixi Harrison Rosa had left toe 
scene in 1899 there was still a Ross at the helm. 
His son. Harry Gerald Ross was the manager, 
with H. O. Klrkham as manager of top food store. 

The fouo'lor of toe firm, Dixi Rom, was an 
American, toe aon of the Hon. A. D. Ross of 
Cambridge Springs. Pa. Born March II, 1852, ha 
went to the Cariboo gold fields in 1879 and later 
came to Victoria. He was In pa r tnership with J. 
Cameron at first then with Neufetder and finally 
conducted the business of purveyor of fine foods 
and liquors In bis owe name. 

The store was beautifully fitted for that time. 
The counter, I am told, was absolutely gleaming 
walnut or mahogany and of great length. The 
firm prided Itself on the service of its employees 
and also on It* be a url fufly-tumed-ou t deliveries. 
I've told you of the rivalry which existed 


between the food merchants In toe matter of 
matched teams of burses and floe harness. No 
doubt toe prestige gained through pne-winning 
at the Driving "Park or the horse shows did much 
to win Hie business of the carriage trade. 

Ha trie Gerald Ross did much to expand die 
operation of the store but retired from the 
business in 1916. I haven't really researched toe 
reason for closing this fine store but I suRwet it 
had something to do with the approach of 
prohibition, toat iniquitous vote taken while die 
soldiers were oversea* and denied the vote. 

The Ross family won a very warm place in 
the hearts of the community in general. 
Unassuming and well known fur their charity and 
many benefactions they were a family greatly 
admired. Mrs. Ross was also of American origin, 
afco being born in Cambridge Springs. Pa. She, 
particularly, shunned publicity and it was 
difficult to find particular* of her demise. Lucy 
Oftoeka Ross, what a lovely old-fashioned name, 
died Dec. 22, 1912, and left her daughter Mr*. 
Goulding Wilson, now one of Victoria's great 
pioneer citisetw. and her son. 

The mention of Goulding Wilson always 
reminds me of the story he told me about 1928. 
Mr. Wilson wax always one of the staunch 
supporters of the organization for tourist 
development, what name it used Then I forget, 
and they changed It so often It Is of lktle 
Importance. At the meetings of this group they 
were always plagued by the lack of funds and 
•vary scheme became somewhat frustrated I or one 
gentleman, an Innkeeper, who always sat In the 
front row. had the most to sav. but when he was 
ashed to help financially always pointed out the 
heavy taxes he paid and that his share came 
from the City's contribut* -n. 

Goulding Wilson became stubborn. When he 
was approached far his annual contribution lie 
refused but. be laid the association toat lie would 
match any contribution that they could extract 
from his innkeeper. 

Much to his surprise the canvasser took the 
direct approach and told this gentleman that 
Goulding Wilson had refused to contribute but 
would match any donation the Innkeeper would 
make. On enquiry as to just wb*t Wilson’* annuo I 
contribution might be ttip Innkeeper doubted toe 
amount andit had to be matched. 

I mention this because Mr. Wilson advised 
me an fhe proper approach to this gentleman 
when we had a charity drive as already staled, 
and the mere mention of Mr. Wilson’s name 
brought an Immediate response in a substantial 
sum. 

Th* well-known financial man of British 
Columbia. Rosa Wilson, Is s son and carries on 
the name of hi* grandfather Rn*» 

I find that reader* are particularly interested 
In the names of employees of various firm* and 
am glad to provide you with soma, if not all, the 
employees at 1908. 

In addition to H. O. Klrkham. who when th® 
Dixi Rasa buniness closed, formed his own I inn 
and successfully operated it for many years, how 
many of those gflntlsmen do you rememlier? Art 
Dakers and Charlie Phipiw, both of whom drove 
Dtxi Ross rigs. Turner Mullin. who managed the 
liquor department; then there was George 
Berridge and Gordon Middleton in the accounting, 
bookkeeping then, section. To wait on you. one of 
these men. William A. Blake. Deaton Hall, Harry 
Montelrh. Ed Coalc*, Horace Mansell, John C. 
Dodd, Sid Hrjrbourne lane Ransame. Will la ns 
Young, or Jama* D. "Jay,

Thus woman could make baskets to any pattern 
you desired and this little store received order* 
from many other cities for Maggie's baskets. 

Mrs. A .iron son was called u|ion to furnish 
original Indian work for tha' National Gallery in 
Ottawa. 

Her store had a very small beginning in a 
portion of Hayward s funeral premises on 
Government Street, next to Joseph Sommer*. She 
then moved to the premise* next to Dixi Ross and 
later had a store near the comer of Broughton 
and Government. 

Then we had the New Grand Theatre to visit. 
Owned by SulHvan and Considinr, of Seattle, and 
managed by Ri*hert Jameson, father of the well- 
known Teddy Jameson who became a power in 
the musicians union in B.C., and M. Nagel as 
musical director. 

Imagine a show for 10 cents’ There wa* a 
man by the name of powden as stagehand, and I 
think one member of the orchestra was named 
Kurt Berger. 

In addition to fine vaudeville, six to eight acta 
or turns, there was always an illustrated song. 
"I’m tying the leaves so they won't come d *wn 
and sister won't be taken away." the singer 
warbled with the picture on the screen, fmm a 
magic lantern type of projector, depicting a fall 
acene with a child in the tree tying on the leave*. 
Sob, sob! a real tear jerker. 

Vaudeville was pretty good in those day*. 
Some of the acrobats were equally as good as 
those of today. Generally speaking they all had to 
be good for if they didn't meet with the 
audience's apinoval they received catcalls and 
boo* to say ni*fhing of assorted vegetable* 

When one left the theatre al night you could 
be mire that Mr. Albhause would be ofitside with 
his steam-boated portable oven to supply you with 
hot tamales and rousted chestnuts. He was no 
inslitulion for years and a most-well-thought-of 
gentleman. 

Now just to keep ftie old ‘‘sinners" from 
telling me I have passed up a salo-m. the next 
premises housed the Bismark. You will hear 
about thjs and quite a few oilier* next.

She can t<>w a loaded 
railway car barge at seven knot* or belter. 

This vessel and one* like her, are able, and 
do, ga anywhere on the British Columbia coast. 
She ix equipj*ed to tow almost anything that 
float*. She can operate ip weather conditions that 
would have been thought Iminssible a few years 

ago 

The skipper of a modem tut- must be able In 
handle assorted type* of tows in adverse weather 
condition* and In tight comer*. He has a 
knowledge of coastal tidal currents and weather 
conditions. He must he able tn take hi* tug and 
tow safely to ard from any part of the coast He 
Is responsible for everything that happens on tug 
or tow. 

As you l«x>k around the wheelhouse you will 
notice the two radar *ets. one each side of the 
Wheel. If one goes out in foggy weather the other 
can bo turned ot. Just above compais .the rudder 
Indicator i* located. On each side of the 
wheelhouse arc engine controls and tachometer*. 

Thi* vessel has wheelhouse (direct! control* 
enabling the skipper to handle the engine* faster. 

At the buck of the wbeelbou*e are Iwo radio*. 
On one radio you hear various tugs and other 
ship* talking to each other ail the time. On the 
other set the office can contact the tug at any 
time.

Tipped by a friend that the 
White Piiii and Yukon Railway 
■ needed waiters on its riverboat, 
Keno , Albert Bates hurried to the 
company's Vancouver office and 
signed on. Soon he was headed to 
the land of his dreams on the 
CPU’s Princess Norah. 

“The trip took about four days, 
the WP A YR paying my fare both 
ways if I remained with them the 
full season. After calling at Alert 
Bay and Prince Rupert , we entered 
Alaskan icaters, calling at Ketchi¬ 
kan. Wrangell and Juneau* which 
I well remember. At Juneau , f 
could see the enormous Tread- 
water gidd mine from the ship .. 

The most interesting passenger, although the 
least jotHilar. was executioner Elks, enroute to 
Dawson an business. Mr. Bates remembers him 
as bem- "a ntiny little guy — about 100 pounds, f 
noticed he had almost no fingernails, having 
bitten them right down. He wore an RCMP hat. 
P*> on® would sit with him. and when he asked to 
sit in «t a poker game, they told him to get lost 
. . . What a horrible Mfe." 

T»..-n on to Ska gw ay. “ g ateway to the 
Klondike.” It was through this famous city that 
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Wild YUKON

foe tfa xisands nf !wordy adventurers trekked Into 
tor snow and mountains beyond Isgenttory 
Chllkoot Pass to the rich goldfields, so long ago. 
Although SS years had passed since the TraB at 
'IS convulsed die world, Mr. Bates could 
graphically visualize the pioneers Mto had 
a "d, fought and died bene for the precious 
yellow metal. Fortunately, be did not succumb to 

gold bug, being onrtmt with hie p rom is ed Job. 

Two Skagway sights Intrigued him: First was 
a kwge concrete Marti. Jokingly labelled Bat of 
Soapy Smith, the city's first -and 
worst—gangster, whom deserved fete finally 
came in the form of a vigilante's bullet. 

The other point at interest wes an abandoned 
bus. bearing the rusting sign: "If it's gsod enough 
for a president to ride in, it's good enough for 
you!" The bus was so old, Mr. Bates could only 
tuni which American president had been so 
Honored. 

“Hera I boarded a narrow gauge train. First 
stop was Lake Bennett, B.C., where we had 
lunch. And did they put an a spread! We had 
roast moose, lake trout, Virginia-baked ham—and 
ail the Prohibition cocktails we could drink.” (For 
readers who do not date back to prohibition, this 
cocktail consisted at water and . . . water). 

Finally be reached Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory, where be found his ship, the Keno. tied 
up with sister stemwheelers for the winter. While 
helpin'* get the Keno ship-shape for spring thaw, 
he had Kmc to hunt for rabbit, blue grouse and 
ptarmigan, which overran the area. Today this 
hunter’s paradfoa is an airport. 

The Caeca and W. H. Dawson ran between 
Whitehorse and Dawson, the Yukon between 
Dawson and Nam, and the Keno between Stewart 
and Mayo. With the first signs at breakup, the 
Keno started her nan. Paddling through lake La 
Barge, she encountered "pencil ice,’’ Ice that Is 


two-three feet thick and honeycombed with holes. 
The rivsrmea spread lamp Mack, ac.osx tjw 
blockade to speed Its thaw. Once aero* * the '“h- 
mils lake, they reached open water and trouble. 

Here the Yukon River rai> fast and furkws. 
Kano straining to keep In midstream Reaching S 
Band, so named because of lie shape, the Keno 
roared around foe curve into a gntyrlhank. 
sheering the paddles right off her wheel. Out ef 
control, the river queen drifted helplessly at 
breathtaking speed When s barge tied alongside 
ripped info another hank, a hardy deckhand 
leaped to shore with a hawser, trying lo "wuib” 
galloping Keno to a large spruce. 

‘That was no use." grinned Mr. Bates "We 
pulled foe tree up by Its roots! And we had to 
wave goodbye to foe deckhand, as there was no 
way we could slow down, let stone stop ond pick 
him up. Anyway, this excitement lasted f ir .10 
long mi nut e s, when the Keno finally ran aground 
on a sandbar, where we managed to repair the 
paddles and refloat her.” 

The next he* spot was deadly Five Finger 
Rapfcis, a narrow gorge through towering Jagged 
meta, forming foe roughest rapids between 
Whitehorse and Dawson. ‘Foaming white water 
and a whirlpool gave foe paaaengen (and me) 
anofoer thrill going through here.” Fortunately. 
Keno made it without further misadventuiv. To 
Illustrate the perils facing foe riverboat men. in 
one season alone, two of the boats went down In 
wicked Yukon River, 

"Xtle a common sight to see caribou, moose 
or bear swimming the Yukon or Stewart Rivers, 
ftl the Stewart, a passenger asked me what 
animal ate the hark so high on foe spruce trees 
hnlng the bank. I told him It swm the work of 
rabbit s. He gave me a cold, ‘SHiy-question. sifly- 
anawer.' type of look, but I wasn't trying to be 
funny. The rabbits reach so far up foe tree diving 





















winter, when there Is heavy snow. j t j s 

sec their handiwork during summer, several feet 

from the ground. TaH rabbits!" 

Mr. Bat*'* enjuyed working aboard the Keno 
"doing well in tips." Between trips, he made 
extra dollars kmgshoring at Mayo, loading silver 
ore concentrate aboard barges from the Keno 
mine*. 

While docked in Mayo for the night, Mr. 
Bate* and a shipmate were invited to a party" 
’ My mate left early, but l wqs lwvii« a ball so 
stayed late. When I finaily left, I walked to the 
l*er. To my sui^ri*. the Keno was nowhere ia 
Sight! The ski;.per thought everyone was aboac* 
and bad sailed. 

•1 ran to the telegraph operator, who got in 
touch with the Ki-ou. My instructions were to 
meet her on her wey hack, from Dawson The 
opera lor iixmed in* a skiff and enat«h grub and 
coffee far ilie 172 nvies of Stewart River I had 
■ 'land of me. Remembering one id my rnataa, 
who had drowned in the same river when we 
were swimming a few munths before, I set off 

Mr. Bate* was very much alone. Mile after 
mile, the only sounds were that of the racing 
river. He sorely missed the familiar chugging of 
Kmo's engine; he had only his thoughts for 
company kt this wildly beautiful country to which 
whitemen were still stranger*. But he was not 
worried; today he grim; “I felt safer on my 
cruise than I do today on the Pat Bay Highway’** 

"This is a wonderful country, beautiful, 
fascinating At dusk I would hear the wolves 
howling, although I never saw them . . . Down 
a river, I came to Devil's Elbow Rapid*. It was 
getting dark, so 1 ran my skiff up on the beach, 
tying it to a tree root. ,1-rustled up some wood, 
built a fire, and had sdroe grub and coffee—real 
coffee. I hadn't got any sleep the n#it before, so 
I was dead tired. 

“I floppy! into the skiff to get a few hours' 
shuteye. 1 was ju*t dozing off when I heard 
Mnettang strike the boat. I wa* awake In a 
second. II * a bear prowling for aomething to eat, 

I thought. I ditto't feel too brave a* 1 had no 
protorti n. not a gun nor change of underwear. 


tattered 


He awoke the next morning to the loud 
slipping of a beaver, then struck out once more. 
There wire more rapids, some so grim he was no 
little bit relieved when they were astern. Farther 
**n, he came upon the isolated camp of a 
woodcutter, who contracted to fud the WP and 
YR boats with four-foot lengths of cord wood. 

“Where to hott did you come from?'' was the 
npiwiw reply to Mr. Bates’ knock on the cabin 
door. 

1 told him I had just come from a parly. He 
gave me a queer look which showed just what 
condltton he thought I must be in, but was tickled 
pink at having company ... I told how I had 
missed the Keno over a bottle of Black Label 
whisky, ft's wonderful people like that woodcutter 
which make the North the great country that it 


r. Bate*

ified for 


"Anyway, he made my trip seem much 
shorter. When 1 finally made Stewart, many of 
the oldtimers wouldn't believe that I’d come down 
by myself. A eheechaco yet!” 

It was during this lonely voyage that Mr. 
Bates resolved to become a real sourdough. There 
are force ways to join this “fine fraternity of 
wonderful people.'* The first two. according to 
popular misconception, is to have been a 
prospector of 16 and eaten foe hot cakes for 
wbteh the order ia named, or to have “shot a 
moose and kissed a squaw!" The third and 
rwrect—way is to have stayed In the North one 
full season. In other words, to have experienced 
freeze-up and spring thaw. Mr. Bates did not 
■thieve thia distinction until the following spring. 
He became a true veteran by remaining in «he 
Yukon a further eight "glorious” years. To this 
day he feels there is no city to “touch Dawson." 

At 67, he is one of the youngest sourdough*, 
whose president Is former Centra! Saanich Reeve 
Gordon Lee. 

Today he live* at 4277 Glanford with Mrs. 
Bates. Asked if he were retired, Mr. Bates gave 
*n emphatic no. "I’m still wwlring—just won't lie 
down."

Rev. Alex 
Tail, brothers Rev. C. and W. Kidd, Rev Art 
Anderson, fnow of Dunbar Height* United 
Church, Vancouver) Rev. Walter Seiber and, at 
the present time. Rev. D. Boundy. 

Sume idea of the hardships and difficulties 
these early ministers had may be gleaned from 
some true anecdotes. 

Rev. W. Kidd used to leave his boarding place 
at the fstill) Piercy ranch early Sunday morning, 
cycle across Denman Island, a matter of about 
24 miles, Itfl hi* bike Into • boat, row am** 
Inmbert Chanae! (approximately two mile*) to 
Hornby Island, remount his bicycle and continue 
two mile* across the island to the actwmltMuse 
where he heM « service. Returning to Denman he 
would bold an afternoon service there and. In the 
evening, would row the two mile* acroai Bayne* 
Sound to Union Bay. hold a service there, 
returning to his Island home the same night. 
What a test of endurance that must have been! 

On another occasion Rev. Alex Tait of C!n max 
had psotnised to officiate at the wedding of Selina 
Piercy and William Balkie on Feb. 24. 1898, the 
wedding to be held at the bride's farm home on 
west Deomsr Island. It was to be an evening 
wedding but, since their transportation was by 
horse and buggy, the minister and foe groom'* 
brother-in-law, George Leighton, set out early in 
the morning. 

A winter storm was raging and the narrow 
road to Union Bay became blocked by a fallen 
tree, necessitating its removal by the two men. 
Finally reaching Union Bay, opposite the Piercy 
farm, they borrowed a boat, rowed across in the 
darkness, reaching their destination about 11 p.m. 
to be welcomed by relatives and wedding guests 
and a worried bridegroom, the bride having 
decorously remained In her room all evening. The 
wedding ceremony duly performed there followed 
the christening of the bride’s infant niece. 
Imagine christening a baby at that time of night! 
However one can see the necessity in those times 
of rugged journeys. 

Several important dates In foe history of this 
church have been recorded. The 70th anniversary 
of the opening was celebrated on June 8. 1958. 
Seven people who had been at the official opening 
were present and descendants of pioneer families 
having four generations present were the Swan,

Not in the volley but perched 
on the top of a hill above the old 
stone quarry is the Denman Island 
United Church , with a background 
of green firs and colorful arbutus 
trees. This little church began life 
in the year 1888 when, after 10 
years of holding infrequent serv¬ 
ices in private homes , the island¬ 
ers, through their oten efforts , 
built the small wooden church on 
land donate*! by pioneer /firmer 
Robert St can. 

Opening services were duly held on December 
26, 1881 with the first minister, Rev. W. W. Baer 
officiating and an attendance of 48 islanders 
together with Rev. Hall of Jfhnaimo, a visiting 
minister. 

A group photograph takph on that occasion 
hung* In fot church today and includes members 
•J many pioneer families am<«g whom are 
Bnikie, Grnham, Keenan, McFarkuie, McMillan. 
Pickles, Pike!. Piercy and Swan. This was one 
•he first churches built in the Comax Valley and 
thr old blble, still in use, bears the date 1879. 

A succession of ministers served foe little 
church, some staying only one year, others for 
feral years. Through the years the church went 
from M-thodist to Presbyterian until. In 1925 It 
became a member of the United Church of 
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Piercy, Graham *nd Keenan families. Following 
the church service at which the Rev. Uniter 
Seiber spoke Inspirlngly of the pioneers mid the 
church, a basket lunch was held in the 
Community Hall, about 150 guests being present. 

Again, on June 23, 1963 a special service was 
held to denote the church's 75fh anniversary. 
Many descendant* of pioneer families as well as 
a large number of the newer settlers attended. 

Recently, a dedication service was held when 
an electric organ, gift of Baikie brothers of 
Campbell River in memory of 'heir lairents, w is 
presented to the church. Rev D. Roundy 
ronducted the service and Mr*. T. Isbister. a 
daughter of William and Selina Baikie presided at 
the new organ The old organ, believed to have 
been presented to the rhureh many years ago hy 
Mrs. H. Nixon, has been placed in the church 
vestibule ami will remain as part of the church 
history. 

Along with the many memorial gifts donated 
by members of various pioneer families goes the 
work and efforts of the islanders who have given 
of their time and energy to improve Hit 
appearance of and add to the comfort of this

The editors of this new dictionary 
believe a dictionary for use in 
Canada must give a much wider 
choice of spellings and pronuncia¬ 
tions than is normally offered, 
indicating at the same time the 
forma moat widely employed in 
educated Canadian usage.

This latest book was edited by 
scholars who ha\e specialized in the 
study of Canadian English, its 
spelling, pronunciation^, and vocabu¬ 
lary and is based on thorough 
research into Canadian usage. 

Many of the entries derived have 
been from evidence of quotations in 
the files 'of the Lexicographical 
Centre for Canadian English at the 
University of Victoria, where the 
fourth kook in the series, A 
IkctiMiry of (snaillulimi, has 
been prepared. 

No other desk dictionary has had 
access to such a vast store of 
research into die English language 
os used in Canada. 

M. H. Scargtll, professor of 
linguistics and chairman of the 
•etvol of graduate studies at Uni¬ 


versity of Victoria, was one of the 
four editors of The Senior Diction¬ 
ary. 

The others are Prof. W. S. Avia 
of Royal Military College, P. D. 
Drysdale of W. J. Gage Limited, and 
Prof. R. J. Grekg of University of 
Britiah Columbia. 

A large nunjber of word* have 
been introduce* into the English 
language In Cpnada, while others 
have acquired special meanings 
here.

The 
HtHe finicky details that pester us in 
our workaday existences somehow 
lose their significance on the turbu¬ 
lent ocean. Freudian preoccupations 
characteristic of urban turmoil 
appear in their true light: vain and 
ridiculous, when a man pits himself 
against implacable natural forces. 
This is excellent, pointed, rousing 
story-telling.

Edna O’Brien is obsessed with 
the war between the sexes, 
specifically the sexual aspects 
thereof. Hhi novels revolve 
around this relationship, which 
could serve as a leit motif for 
all of her five books to date 
—young girls in love with older 
men, a wife fleeing her husband 
to indulge in promiscuity, and 
now two discontented young 
women w anting, rejecting, 
yielding to lovers. 

U Miss O'Brien’s book* were 
merely studies in (tomography, we 
would waste no time on them. But 
her sexuality is not pornographic, 
paradoxical as tliat may sound. The 
sex act, when it occurs in this new' 
novel, is passed over glam-ingly. It 
is the atmosphere of sexuality in 
which the whole book is drenched 
that lends it so unusual a character. 
Miss O'Biien's women focus their 
lives around sex. They see them¬ 
selves as founts of life, to give or to 
withhold what men lust after — and 
••lust" is the word. 

As for men. they are mere 
apix-mlnges to be un-d or discarded 
by this strongly feminist waiter. 
Like her English contemporary, 
Doris leasing, Edna O'Brien ap¬ 
pears to hold tlie fnale sex in 
contempt, which may or may not 
rrfle«t her own exjierienre. No man 
reading this novel — or %ts pre¬ 
decessor. Augual Is a Wicked Mooth 
•— can fail to sense the whiplash of 
her scorn. 

What makes all this sexual 
waspishness worth exploring i* the 
quality of the craftsmanship. Edna 
O'Brien is fast developing into one 
of the most fluent, technically 
proficient English novelists of the 
day. There in hardly a page in this 
story of lower middle-class I/mdnn- 
ers which doesn't flaunt its felieity 
of language or its versatility of 
narration. This writer Is able to get 
inside the skins of her characters 
and speak in their distinctive voices. 
Not a word Is suiierfluous: exposi¬ 
tion, dialogue. interior monologue, 
even an entire epistolary lalt 
chapter - all are brought off beauti¬ 
fully. 

If the lady Is trying to dazzle us 
with her skill, she succeeds hand¬ 
somely But this merely deepens our 
regret at the narrow range of her 
suhjert-mafter. A less blinkered 
slew of life, a broader range of 
themes — what could so gifted a 
novelist do with them! 

Casualties of Pear* has an ah’ of 
unreality about It. Too much of the 
narrative Is spent on the siajr 
fantasies of disagreeable women. 
Here’s hoping Its author opts for a 
change of air. scene and theme for 
her next novel It should do us all — 
writer and readers alike — a power 
of good J.B.

Limited, Toronto, has purchased 
Musson Book Company from the 
Matthew Hodder Group, of London. 
England. Musson't, originally Ca- 
nadian-owwd and incorporated in 
1892, now joins a publishing house 
which under its present ownership is 
leas than 10 years old. 

General Publishing — one of the 
few Canadion book publishers wholly 
ownetj by Canadians — has had an 
explosive rale <4 growth since 
President Jack E. Sfuddart left 
Macmillans of Canada, to take over 
a minor publishing company in 1958, 
with a few employees and a small 
list of publications. Since then the 
company increased 12 times and 
with this new-acquisition is now 19 
times its original size. 

In 1965 the company moved to 
new and larger offices and ware¬ 
house in Don Mills, so that service 
to the bookstores and all book 
buyers would be improved by the 
better transportation available.

Victoria Rolled Out Red Carpet 
To Greet Sir Thomas White 



As Minister •( the interior la Ottawa he befriended and defended 
British Celumbia and when the railway reached this province 
in 1886 he was the first to travel en it

British Columbians tee re optimistic , and ex¬ 
pected the railroad in a few years. Nothing happened. 
British Columbians became disillusioned; many 
threatened to pull out of Canada ami join the United 
Stales. 

This province felt neglected by Ottawa, and still 
r does , or so we may judge when we listen to speeches 
emanating from Premier Bennett and many of his 
cabinet ministers. 


AM the 1870 b passed away arid 
British Columbia whs feeling more 
Isolated than ever. Eastern Cana¬ 
dians seemed not a whit interested 
In this isolated province. 

There arose one eastern Cana¬ 
dian In Ottawa, however, who 
befriended this province — Sir 
Thomas White, minister of Hie 
Interior. 

While his colleages maintained 
British Columbia was nothing but a 
land of .useless rucks and Christmas 
" trees he said it was nothing of the 
'Jdnd, that one day it would be an 
empire in itself. 

British Columbians were grateful 
to Sir Thomas for all he had done, 
•tnd it was but natural that, when 
the railway finally, reached the 
Pacific in 1886, be would be the first 
to travel over it and receive the 
plaudit* of British Columbians, and 
that's exactly what happened. He 
even reached Hieee shores before the 
Prime Minister, Sir John A. Mac¬ 
donald. 

Victoria, as the capital, rolled out 
the red carpet to greet Sir Thomas, 
his wife and two daughters, after 
their transcontinental trip. No 
greater fuss could have been made 
Over royalty. 

There was a great public recep¬ 
tion in the Victoria Theatre; the 
capital's leading citizens aat on the 
stage. The Colonist said the theatre 
reception "was an unqualified 
Success," and noted "the dress 
circle was filled with ladies in 
glittering attire, and their escorts." 

Mayor Janies Fell did the honors, 
Haying "it afforded him great 
pleasure to welcome the first 
Canadian cabinet minister who had 
travelled over the Canadian Pacific 
Railway from the east to the west. 

It was satisfactory to know that 
Confederation had at last become an 
accomplished fact.” 

This brought forth loud cheers; 
British Columbians felt at last they 
were Canadian. 

There was a City of Victoria 
Ruminated address for Sir Thomas, 
delivered by city clerk James D. 
Robinson, and signed by the Mayor 
Bnd Aldermen John Grant, A. J. 
Bmith, S. T. Styles. W. A. Robertson, 
Louis Vigelius, D. W. Higgins, R. 
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Lipsett, M. Humber and Frank S. 
Barnard.” 

It rend in part: "The 4th day of 
July, 1886, will be a day to be 
always remembered in British Co¬ 
lumbia, since on that day was opened 
the grand railway which would be 
the means of bringing Canadian 
statesmen amongst us to view this 
bright gem of the Dominion. 

"Through the construction of a 
continuous line across the continent 
we anticipate a large influx of 
population, which wiU settle our 
lands, assist to develop our latest 
resources, and add to the power and 
greatness of the Empire of which 
this province forms so great a 
part.” 

(Whenever I read of such Illumi¬ 
nated addresses I wonder where 
they are today. Is the one presented 
to Sir Thomas White still in 
existence? I would think it's some¬ 
where in Ottawa.) 

Sir Thomas White, Mat night in 
the theatre here 81 years ago, told 
of the tremendous difficulties of 
building the railway, and of the 
discouragement, how Sir John A. 
Macdonald went to England to raise 
funds, but could not get them. He 
recalled that in 1880 the government 
In Ottawa "resolved that the railway 
must be built, even If the entire 
resources of the country must be 
spent In the project." 

He told Victorians of the fierce 
arguments in the House of Commons: 
"I know of no more interesting 
reading than to read the debates of 
that time. British Columbia was 
described as a country without 
resources, a sea of mountains, not to 
be reached except with enormous 
cast for the construction af a 
railway; and we were told that the 
effect would be ruin to Canada. 
Some of us — myself among others 
— pointed to the fact that it was not 
a question of money, but one of 
national honor, a bargain made with 
a distant province in good faith. 

“We were told the bargain should 
go to the winds, and that if British 
Columbia did not wish alliance, 
except under reasonable terms — 
without railway conduction — she 
shotdd be allowed to go elsewhere.” 

Sir Thomas, his wife and daugh¬ 
ters were shown the sights of 
Victoria; local organizations celled 
to present their thanks to him for all 


he had done. 

There was an elaborate banquet 
at the Driard Hotel, and of such 
epicurean splendor was the food 
that the newspapers printed the 
menu: soup — mock turtle; fish — 
baked salmon, friend halibut; 
entrees — vol aU vent financieres, 
lamb cutlers with green peas: 
vegetables —. cauliflower, green 
peas, potatoes; roasts — beef, lamb, 
veal, chicken; Entrements — phan 
pudding, bianc mange, vanilla ice 
cream Dessert — peaches, apricots, 
pfcsns, cherries, bananas, assorted 
cakes. 

Again Mayor Feg was the 
chairman and after Hie guests hail 
wined and dined themselves for 
three hours he ruse up to propose 
the health of the guest of the 
evening, saying: "Hon. Thomas 
White has ever been a fr i en d to 
British Columbia — tlie real con¬ 
federation of Canada with British 
Columbia was consummated an the 
4th July, 1886 , a day memorable also 
in the annals of our good friend, the 
United States. 

"Many ordeals had been passed 
through during the last 15 years, but 
now bygones would be bygones; and 
be foretold that a greater race of 
Britons would arise through Cana* 
(Hans than had yet nourished an tie 
face of the earth." 

Sir Thomas, hk wife and daugh¬ 
ters left Victoria v-owing they had 
fatten In love with this place, and 
pro mi s i ng that they would return. 
The next year ihey did, remaining 
a week. Sir Thomas met with the 
Board of Trade, but generally the 
visit was quiet, he then not being too 
wefl, and wanting rejj. There is no 
note in the papers of where he 
stayed, nor of any entertainment 
given for him, only a paragraph to 
aay he had departed. 

L*ss tiian a year later, in April of 
1888, British Columbiana, with all 
other Canadians, were shocked to 
hear of Sir Thomas' sudden death in 
Ottawa. 

Editorially, The Colonist mourned 
on behalf of British Columbians: 
"The loss to Canada is indeed 
irreparable; he possessed qualities 
peculiar to himself, which rendered 
his services invaluable to the 
country. Personally one of the most 
kind and genial of men he was at all 
times approachable and attracted to 
himself a host of warm friends, 
more especially among the young 
men of his party who feel that in his 
deatti each suffers a terrible 
bereavement. 

"The Dominion loses a faithful 
■on (bom In Montreal, in 1830, son 
of an Irish immigrant), who held 
broad views as to her future 
greatness, and who believed that 
only by continuing the connection 
with the Mother Country could the 


aspirations of aU true Canadians 
reach fruition. 

"He was not led away by the 
chimeras which at this time filled 
many men's aouls; the glittering, 
impossible generalities o f Com¬ 
mercial Union or of Unrestricted 
Reciprocity with the United States 
had no place in his mind because he 
saw they were not founded on those 
principles of loyalty to the Old Flag 
which he revered and cherished so 
much ” 

The scene in the House of 
Commons in Ottawa was touching 
indeed, and filled all hearts. The 
Cotonrii told of it in a Page One 
special article: 

"Sir John A. Macdonald, the 
Prime Minister rose and moved 
adjournment — then followed a 
scene so pathetic and touching that 
words can but feebly convey the 
picture of what it was really like to 
those who saw It. 

"The veteran prime minister 
arose in his place arid as he did so a 
hush came over the assemblage, 
such as the Commons k quite 
unused to. AJthough the galleries 
were full no one even stirrfd as the 
first minister, dressed in black, stood 
for a moment with eyes fixed on his 
desk, preparing to address the 
coamber. 

"From the Press Gallery Just 
above his head it was noticed that 
his lips quivered, and the muscles of 
hk face moved nervously. As he 
lifted hk eyes to speak, he opened 
his kps in an attempt to say ‘Mr. 
Speaker,' but the words never come. 
Tears stood in hk eyes, and were 
already in streams running down his 
cheeks. 

"He placed one hand to his 
mouth as if to choke back the 
emotion that swelled up from his 
heart, but hk grief was too great, 
and he burst Into a flood of tears, 
told his whole frame trembled as he 
stood sobbing like a child, and vainly 
trying to suppress the agony of 
sorrow. 

"For half a minute he stood with 
his head bowed, his chest heaving 
under the intensity of emotion. But 
he was not alone in this outburst of 
grief. There was scarcely a dry eye 
in the House. 

"As his colleagues, members and 
visitors looked at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter, Sir John, realizing his inability 
to speak, touched Sir Hector 
l-angevins arm, and sitting down 
buried his face in hk handkerchief 
and gave vent to the flood of tears 
that came from a bursting heart. 

"Sir Hector rose quietly and 
said: 'Mr. Speaker, I expected that 
my friend and leader, the first 
minister, would be unable to an¬ 
nounce. as he wished to do. the 
death of our worthy colleague.
